Is DEATH UNIVERSAL? 


Whatever lives, we hear it said, 
whether plant or animal, must sooner 
or later die. It will, therefore, great- 

_ly shock some persons to learn that 
this is not strictly the case. In one 
of the two primary divisions of the 
animal world, the Protozoa, death is, 
though common enough, merely casual 
—the result of some accident. Let 

@* *Uppose we are watcbing through a 
microscope one of these minute single 
cell creatures, We see it expanding 
into an ellipsoidal figure, which be- 
comes for a time longer and longer. 
It then begins to centract about what 
we may, for the sake of popular intel- 
ligibility, call its equator. [t assumes 
the form of two nearly globular bod- 
ies, connected, dumb-bell like, by a 
narrow peck. This neck becomes nar- 
rower and marrower, and at last the 
two globes are set free, and appear as 
two individtals in place of one. What 
are the relations ol these two beings 
to the antecedent form and to each 
other? We examine them with care; 
they are equal ip size, alike in com - 
plexity, or rather simplicity, of struc- 
ture. We cannot say that either of 
them is more mature or more rudi- 
mentary than the other. We cana find 
in their separation from each other no 
analogy to the separation of the young 
animal or the egg from its mother, or 
to the liberation of a seed from a 
plant. Neither of them is parent and 
neither offspring. Neither of them is 
older or younger than the other. Or 
shall we try to regard them as broth- 
ers sprung from the same parent? If 
so, where is that parent? If living, 
let it be shown; if dead, where are its 
remains? No organic—or indeed any 
other—matter was separated out when 
the two beings took their rise. All 
the substance of the body of the orig- 
inal Protozoon is included, and equal - 
ly included, in the bodies of the two 
individuals before us. Thus we see 
that the essential idcas of the life of 
the higher animals—birth, growtb, 
maturity, parentage, brotherhood, 
term of life, and successive generations 
— have, if applied to these humble and 
minute beings, simply no meaning. 
The process of reproduction, or rather 
of multiplication, must, as far as we 
oan see, be repeated in the same man- 
ner forever. Accidents excepted, they 
are immortal; the individuals have 
gone on liviog and splitting them- 
selves up forever,
